Reorganize Militia 


| Canada’s Non-Permanent Active 
| Militia To Be Placed On 


New Basis 


Reorganization of Canada's non- 
| permanent active militia has been 
completed, and as it emerges from 
| the crucible the new form of the 
Dominion's citizen soldiers is greatly 
| dwarfed in respect of units but stur- 
dily consistent so far as personnel is 
| concerned. 

Hon. Ian Mackenzie, minister of 
| national defence, has released the 
| Whole plan involving the reorganiza- 
| tion of the non-permanent active 
forces. These contemplate restric- 
| tion of units, but are compensated by 
; compactness in efficiency. They a!so 


| elevate the militia from the prospec- 


|} tive to the actual, 
| In brief, the militia is cut down 
with respect to paper units. Regi- 


|; ments which previously existed in the 
| militia list only on paper entirely dis- 


appeared, Those which persevered 
| strongly in peace times remain, 
;}some of them amalgamated with 
| others, it is true, but still with 


| enough préserved in their new name 
{to identify them with their former 
lustre, 

So far as units are concerned, the 
Mackenzie System is drastic, and 
has been in process of organization 

| for a year. Reorganization of the 
| non-permanent active forces was the 
one big problem which confronted the 
minister when he assumed office last 
year, and since then the entire de- 
| partment has been working to effect 
the adjustments announced by Mr. 
| Mackenzie. 

The new militia is reduced from 36 
cavalry regiments to 20, of which 
four are armored car units. 

The 135 infantry regiments are 
whittled to 91. These are made up of 
59 rifle battalions, 26 machine gun 
battalions and six tank battalions. 

Artilléry is increased by 52 new 
units. Field artillery batteries will 
henceforth number 110, an_ increase 
of 41; medium batteries are increas- 
ed from 25 to 31. The heavy bat- 


teries remain as at present, two, 
while the coast brigades are unal- 
tered at two. However, anti-air- 


craft units are increased from one, 
plus two sections, to six, plus two 
sections, an increase of five. 

The following steps leading up to 
the reorganization and an analysis 
of the changes effected were detailed. 

Immediately after the war, estab- 
lishment of the Canadian militia was 
set at 11 divisions and four cavalry 
divisions. 

In 1931 an international disarma- 
ment conference summoned to 
meet at Geneva on Feb, 8, 1932, Can- 
ada, faced with the necessity of filing 
data at this conference, notified the 
secretariat that in future her land 
forces would be limited to six 
sions, one cavalry division, and cer- 
tain fortress and ancillary troops. 

Although this decision was 
by the government in 1931, in- 
structions to put it into effect were 
issued up to the time when the pres- 
ent minister took office 
23, 1935. 

On Dec. 4, 1935, a report was laid 
before the minister, containing a 
suggested scheme for reorganization. 
The minister thereupon gave instruc- 
tions to proceed,

| Method May Be Changed 


Canadian Banks May In Future 
Have Fewer Branches 

Two developments of the depres- 
sion seem likely to influence per- 
manently the methods of bank oper- 
ation in Canada. One is the gradual 
withdrawal of the note issue privi- 
lege, which in former times helped to 
finance the opening of ‘marginal’ 
branches. The other is the growth 
of provincial taxation aimed specific- 


ally at the branch offices of the 
banks. 

“The pressure of these forces,” 
writes J. V. Walters, “is bound to 


compel banks to seek avenues of re- 
lief and the most convenient avenues 
seem to be those of mechanization 
and of a trend to larger offices as a 
permanent feature of policy rather 
than a temporary expedient. There 
is a link between such developments, 
inasmuch as mechanization can be 
most successfully applied to the larger 
offices. In addition, if this trend 
should come about, it would affect, 
not only the size but also the flexi- 
bility of operating expenses. The 
reason is that the operation of ma- 
chines in banks tends to become the 
prerogative of the female section of 
the staff, a section in which the an- 
nual labor turnover is much higher 
than in the male section, Thus, since 
cessation of recruitment at the onset 
of depression is already the policy 
of banks, the total staff of a bank 


would adjust itself more rapidly to!

NEW HOCKEY RULES 

The rules under which Amateur 
Hockey is to be played in Canada 
this coming year have been radically 
changed. Part of the agreement be- 
tween the Canadian Amateur Hockey 
Association and the National Hockey 
' League provides for the adoption of 
rules by the Amateur body that are 
practically the same as those used by 
the professionals, 

Rule 4 says: Players may b2 chang- | 
ed at any time provided always that | ° 
the player coming off the ice shall be | 
at the players’ bench and out of play 
before the substituting player enters 
the game. All penalized players who 
are to be changed after a penalty has 
been served must skate to their own 
players’ bench before any change 
shall be made. 

This simply means that players 
may be changed while the game is in 
progress and that intentional off-sides 
need not be made in order to get a 
change of players. 

Rule 8 says: The puck may be pas- 
sed forward by any played to a player

Scientific research is is truly the life 
blood of agriculture. 

The human blood stream courses 
through our bodies conveying to cells 
in every part the precious elements 
needed for life and growth. The same 
blood stream, in its flow, also removes 
worn out and harmful substances, 

Scientific research likewise courses 
through the agricultural body, con- 
veying to farmers new products, new 
ideas and methods; showing produc- 
ers also how to remove those things 
which are harmful and wasteful in 
their farming operations, 

Agricultural research affects three 
group of people—first the farmers 
who benefit and for whom the work 
is done, second the Government which 
allocates the money, and third the tax 
payers who pay the bills. The cost 
falls*mainly upon the people of East- 
ern Canada, for they pay the great- 
est part of our Dominion taxes. (This, 
however, might be considered as a 
small offset to the advantage East- 
ern Canada enjoys over the West be- 
cause of Dominion tariffs). 

Western agriculture now ~ badly 
needs more and more of this valu- 
able work, but to expand it our agri- 
cultural institutions need more funds. 

Western farmers could, therefore, 
help themselves if they would in- 
struct their Members of Parliament 
to request the Governments to allo- 

cate additional money for the agri- 
cultural research. 

As agricultural] research advances, 
So unquestionably will the welfare of 
farmers increase,

This means that players may pre- 
cede the puck into the centre zone 
; and take the puck there when it is 
passed out of the defending zone if 
they were in the defending zone when 
the pass was made, 

Rule 10 says: Not more than three 
players, including goalkeener, of the 
defending side may stand in their de- 
fending zone before the attacking side 
brings the puck into that zone. Should 
a team violate this rule it shall incur 
a minor penalty for each infraction, 
| the penalty to be imposed on the 
fourth player entering the defending 
zone, The referee must allow such 
a play to be completed before pena- 
lizing the defending club and if a 
goal is scored by the attacking club 
under such conditions the goal shall 
be allowed and a penalty shall not 
be imposed. 

Rule 11b says: No defending player, 
except the goalkeeper, shall be per- 
mitted to fall on the puck to prevent 
it. being reached by an _ opponent. 
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at the puck in his defensive zone, the 
referee shall immediately award a 
goal to the attacking side. 

Throwing a stick in any other zone 
shall incur a major penalty. 

Rule 27 says: When a player is trip- 
ped or otherwise fouled and thus pre- 
vented from having a clear shot on 
goal having no other player to pass 
than the offending player, a penalty 
shot shall be awarded to the non-of- 
fending side. 

Notwithstanding the award of the 
penalty shot, the penalty, prescribed 


elsewhere in the rules for the offense ' 


leading up to the penalty shot, shall 
also be imposed, 

Rule 37 says: If a third player of 
any team shall be penalized while 
two players of the same team are 
serving penalties, the penalty time of 
the third player shall not commence 
until the penalty time of one of the 
two players already penalized shall 
have elapsed, Nevertheless, the third 
player penalized must at once procede 
to the penalty bench but may be re- 
placed by a substitute until such time 
as the penalty time of the penalized 
player shal] commence.
